Councillor Peter Ferragine 
wanted to know if the home- 
owners who purchased sin¬ 
gle detached homes on the 


development planned for the 
lands across the road. He was 
told that two builders were 
involved; both advised buy¬ 
ers that the lands were zoned 
“future development" and 
would be developed; one 
(Brookfield) showed the prop¬ 
erty as “medium density."
